Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  herewith  present  my  Fourth  Annual  Report  being  that 
for  the  year  1942. 

During  the  year,  Mr.  George  Oxley  (Clerk  to  the  Health 
Department),  was  called  to  H.M.  Forces  and  his  position  was 
filled  in  a  temporary  capacity  by  Mr.  H.  McPherson. 

Mr.  George  E.  Hardy  was  appointed  as  Additional  Sanitary 
Inspector  thereby  filling  the  vacancy  which  was  created  when 
Mr.  G.  E.  Hooper  retired  in  1940. 


The  work  of  the  Department  in  connection  with  the 
Environmental  Health  and  Civil  Defence  (Casualty)  Services 
is  similar  to  that  performed  during  1941. 

The  Housing  position,  too,  shows  little  change  but,  if 
anything,  the  difficulties  regarding  labour  and  materials  have 
been  accentuated. 

With  regard  to  Infectious  Disease  it  will  be  noticed  that 
there  has  been  a  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  cases 
of  Scarlet  Fever  notified,  while,  conversely  there  has  been  a 
substantial  decrease  in  the  corresponding  figures  for  Measles. 

Details  of  treatment  instituted  under  the  Scabies  Order, 
1941,  are  given  elsewhere  in  the  report. 
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Statistical  tables  are  appended  including  extracts  from 
those  of  the  Registrar  General. 

I  have,  once  more,  considerable  pleasure  in  recording  my 
appreciation  of  the  loyal  co-operation  and  helpfulness  extended 
by  the  members  of  the  Health  Department  throughout  the 
year. 

My  thanks  are  also  due  to  the  Surveyor;  Rating  Depart¬ 
ment;  Nursing  Association;  and  to  the  Manager  of  the  Dunston 
Labour  Exchange  for  items  of  information  included  in  this 
report.

Social  Conditions  and  Physical  Features 
of  the  Area. 

The  Whickham  Urban  District  is  situated  in  the  North- 

/ 

west  of  Durham  County,  and  consists  of  four  Wards,  namely, 
Dunston,  Swalwell,  Whickham  and  Marley  Hill.  The  district 
is  bounded  to  the  north  by  the  River  Tyne;  to  the  west  by  the 
River  Derwent;  to  the  east  by  the  County  Borough  of  Gates¬ 
head  and  the  Chester-le-Street  Rural  District;  and  to  the  south 
by  the  Stanley  Urban  District. 

The  District  is  divided  into  four  Wards. 

1 —  Dunston.  This  Ward  represents  the  largest  proportion  of 

the  population  of  the  district,  and  while  it  was  at  one  time 
chiefly  industrial,  it  is  becoming  more  residential,  due  to 
the  amount  of  building  that  has  been  undertaken  during 
the  past  few  years.  The  industries  include  Heavy  Indus¬ 
tries,  Flour  Mills,  Soap  Works,  Shipping  and  the  Power 
Station. 

2 —  Swalwell.  This  Ward  is  largely  industrial,  chiefly  Coal 

mining,  Brickworks  and  Ironworks. 
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3 —  Whickham  (including  Sunniside).  This  Ward  is  mainly  rural 

and  though  residential  for  the  greater  part,  is  partly  indus¬ 
trial,  including  Coal  mining* 

4 —  Marley  Hill.  This  Ward  is  very  scattered,  and  essentially 

rural.  Coal  mining  is  the  chief  industry. 

There  has  not  been  any  alteration  in  the  boundaries  of  the 
Urban  District  during  1942. 


Unemployment. 

Unemployment  still  shows  a  slight  decrease. 

I  append  figures  supplied  by  Mr.  MacDonald,  of  the  Dunston 
Labour  Exchange,  showing  the  position  in  preceding  years:- 

1935  -  1301  1938  -  800  1941  -  50 

1936  -  1001  1939  -  517  1942  -  48 

1937  -  650  1940  -  300 

I  am  informed  that  of  the  48  persons  unemployed  at  the 
end  of  1942,  almost  all  suffered  from  some  physical  defect, 
which  severely  limited  their  prospects  of  obtaining  employment. 

Extracts  from  the  Vital  Statistics  for  the  Year. 

Births. 

The  total  number  of  births  registered  during  1942,  was  363 
of  which  193  were  male  and  170  were  female,  and  of  the  above 
total  10  were  illegitimate.  The  natural  increase  of  the  popula¬ 
tion  of  the  area  (i.e.  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths)  was  136. 
Of  12  still  births  registered,  9  were  legitimate. 

For  comparative  purposes,  I  append  the  1941  figures: —

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The  birth  rate  for  the  year  was  17*51  (15*45  for  1941). 
This  compares  favourably  with  the  birth  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  at  15*8,  and  is  lower  than  the  administrative  County  of 
Durham,  at  17*8. 

Infantile  Mortality, 

There  were  19  infantile  deaths  recorded  (12  male  and  7 
female),  giving  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  52*34.  This  com¬ 
pares  favourably  with  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales,  at  49, 
and  for  the  administrative  County  of  Durham  at  59, 

Maternal  Mortality. 

One  maternal  death  was  recorded  during  the  year,  giving 
a  maternal  mortality  rate  of  2*66  per  1Q00  live  and  still  births. 
The  figure  for  1941  was  5*81. 

The  figure  for  England  and  Wales  2*01  (England  and 
Wales,  1941  -  2*23) 

The  figure  for  Durham  County,  1942,  is  2*67  (Durham 
County,  1941,  -  3*79). 

This  figure  shews  a  decrease  over  that  of  last  year,  due 
entirely  to  a  decrease  of  one  death. 

Deaths. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  during  1942  was  227,  of  which 
125  were  male  and  102  were  female,  giving  an  annual  death  rate 
of  10*95  per  1,000  population.  The  1941  death  rate  was  12*78. 

Death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  =  11*6  per  1,000. 

Death  rate  for  Durham  County  =  11*9  per  1,000. 

The  chief  causes  of  death  were  as  follows:- 

Heart  disease  35;  Other  circulatory  diseases  23; 

Cancer  31;  Intra-cranial  vascular  lesions  26; 

Respiratory  diseases  33.

All  specimens  for  bacteriological  examination  are  sent  to 
the  Public  Health  Department  of  King’s  College,  Newcastle- 
upon-Tyne,  with  which  the  Durham  County  Council  has  an 
agreement. 

The  majority  of  such  specimens  are  examined  free  of  cost 
to  both  practitioners  and  patients.

The  Conjoint  Hospital  Committee  for  Blaydon,  Ryton  and 
Whickham  provides  an  Ambulance  for  the  transport  of  infec¬ 
tious  cases. 


Nursing  in  the  Home. 

District  Nursing  throughout  the  Whickham  area  is  carried 
on  most  efficiently  by  Queen’s  Nurses,  appointed  by  the 
Whickham  &  District  Nursing  Association,  a  body  maintained 
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by  voluntary  effort.  Subscriptions  are  made  by  the  majority 
of  workmen,  who  allow  deductions  from  their  wages.  Generous 
donations  are  given  by  the  many  well-wishers  in  the  district.

Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics. 

Facilities  for  the  treatment  of  minor  ailments  in  school 
children,  together  with  Sun-ray,  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare, 
and  Dental  treatment  are  made  available  by  Durham  County 
Council  at  various  centres  within  the  area. 

Hospital  Provision. 

(a)  infectious  Diseases.  The  Conjoint  Infectious  Diseases 
Hospital  at  Norman’s  Riding,  Winlaton,  serves  the  needs  of  the 
Whickham,  Blaydon  and  Ryton  areas. 

In  the  event  of  smallpox  occurring  in  the  district,  the  Joint 
Hospital  Committee  has  made  provision  for  such  cases  to  be 
treated  at  Howden  Bank  Hospital  under  the  County  Smallpox 
Scheme. 

(b)  Tuberculosis.  Durham  County  Council  has  provided  various 
sanatoria  for  the  treatment  of  tuberculous  cases  throughout, 
the  county;  the  number  of  beds  available  for  this  purpose  is 
588.  A  tuberculosis  dispensary  is  situated  at  Whickham. 
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(c)  General  The  Royal  Victoria  Infirmary,  Newcastle,  receives 
the  greater  proportion  of  medical  and  surgical  cases  from  the 
Whickham  district,  and  also  provides  a  convalescent  home  for 
both  males  and  females,  which  is  situated  on  the  western  bound¬ 
ary  of  the  Ryton  Urban  District.  100  beds  are  available. 
Provision  for  the  treatment  of  surgical  cases  is  also  available 
at  the  Whickham  &  District  War  Memorial  Cottage  Hospital, 
30  beds  are  available. 

(d)  Midwifery  and  Gynaecology.  Of  those  midwifery  and  gynae¬ 
cological  cases  sent  to  hospital,  most  of  them  find  their  way 
to  the  Princess  Mary  Maternity  Hospital  and  to  the  Gynaeco¬ 
logical  Department  of  the  Royal  Victoria  Infirmary,  Newcastle. 

(e)  Venereal  Disease.  The  County  Council  has  an  arrangement 
whereby  such  cases  are  treated  at  the  Venereal  Diseases  Clinic, 
City  Hospital,  Westgate  Road,  Newcastle  upon  Tyne. 


Sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Area. 

1—  Water  Supply.  There  were  no  extentions  to  the  public  water 
supply  during  1942. 

Part  of  the  area  is  supplied  by  the  Newcastle  &  Gateshead 
Water  Co.,  and  part  by  the  Durham  County  Water  Board. 
Both  supplies  are  subject  to  periodical  sampling  for  chemical 
analysis  and  bacteriological  examination. 

2 —  Rivers  and  Streams.  No  action  taken. 

3 —  Closet  Accommodation.  At  the  end  of  1942,  there  were  6,380 
water-closets  and  179  ash-closets  in  the  area.  The  following 
table  shows  the  number  of  water-closets  and  ash-closets  in  the 
area  during  the  past  ten  years:-

The  increase  in  1936  was  due  to  the  boundary  extention. 

Of  the  179  ash-closets  now  remaining  a  number  are  used  in 
connection  with  dwelling  houses,  which  but  for  the  war,  would 
have  been  included  in  a  slum  clearance  area,  and  will  doubtless 
be  so  dealt  with  when  such  a  course  again  becomes  available. 

The  remainder,  almost  without  exception,  are  situated  in' 
such  remote  parts  of  the  area  as  are  not  yet  served  hy  a  public 
sewer. 

4  —  Public  Cleansing.  The  following  information  relating  to 
Public  Cleansing  has  been  supplied  to  me  by  the  Council’s 
Engineer  and  Surveyor:- 

Scavenging  of  Roads  and  Streets. 

The  orderly  truck  system  of  cleansing  still  continues  with 
satisfactory  results,  but  owing  to  labour  and  war  conditions 
the  frequency  of  sweeping  has  had  to  be  curtailed  on  some 
of  the  less  important  streets. 

Refuse  Collection. 

100%  of  this  service  is  executed  by  mechanical  vehicles.  Col¬ 
lection  takes  place  once  per  week  and  more  often  in  the  case 
of  business  premises  and  butchering  shops  where  required. 

248  tons  of  waste  materials  have  been  salvaged,  which  has 
resulted  in  an  improved  condition  of  the  tips,  in  addition  369 
tons  of  kitchen  waste  was  collected  for  processing  as  animal 
feeding  stuff. 
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The  number  of  tons  collected  during  the  year  was,  10,034,  and 
the  number  of  houses  and  other  premises  served  is  6,000.  The 
weight  per  1,000  population  per  day  is  27  cwts.,  and  the 
method  of  disposal  is  by  means  of  tipping.

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

There  are  no  Swimming  Baths  or  Pools  in  the  Area. 
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Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

The  following  houses  were  found  to  be  infested  in  varying

The  method  of  eradication  is  by  spraying  with  “Zaldecide” 
an  insecticide  manufactured  by  Messrs  Newton,  Chambers  & 
Co.  A  second  spraying  is  done  after  a  lapse  of  10  -  14  days,  in 
order  to  kill  any  bugs  which  may  have  hatched  since  the  initial 

4 

spraying. 

This  method  is  attended  with  a  reasonable  degree  of  success 
depending  largely  on  the  willingness  of  the  tenant  to  co-operate 
in  this  work. 

Disinfestation  is  carried  out  by  a  servant  of  the  Council, 
under  direction  of  this  department. 


Housing. 

The  housing  shortage  in  the  area  is  acute,  and  seems 
likely  to  deteriorate  still  futher. 

The  demand  for  houses  far  exceeds  the  supply  and  in  1942 
only  15  Council  houses  became  vacant  during  the  year. 

While  the  movement  of  population  prevents  the  compila¬ 
tion  of  reliable  statistics  regarding  overcrowding,  there  is  no 
doubt  that  it  is  on  the  increase,  due  largely  to  young  couples 
continuing  to  live  with  their  parents  after  marriage.

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

Milk  Supply. 

There  are  19  milk  producers  in  the  area,  of  whom  two  hold 
licences  to  sell  ‘"accredited”  milk. 

The  supervision  of  the  milk  supply  continued  to  receive 
careful  attention  during  the  year.  The  shortage  of  labour, 
combined  with  lack  of  feeding  stuffs  and  other  difficulties  con¬ 
sequent  upon  the  war  have  given  rise  to  some  apprehension 
that  the  quality  and  purity  of  the  milk  supply  may  deteriorate. 
Every  endeavour  has  been  made  to  maintain  the  standard  of 
supervision  at  pre-war  level,  and  it  will  be  seen  from  the 
accompanying  table  that  the  position  is  fairly  satisfactory.

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Graded  Milks. 

There  are  three  “accredited’  herds  in  the  district. 

During  the  year  under  review,  the  following  licences  were 
issued  by  the  Council  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designations) 
Order,  1936:- 

One  dealer’s  licence  to  sell  Tuberculin-tested  Milk. 

One  supplementary  licence  to  sell  Tuberculin-tested  Milk. 
One  dealer’s  licence  to  sell  Pasteurised  Milk. 

Two  supplementary  licences  to  sell  Pasteurised  Milk. 
There  are  no  Pasteurising  Plants  in  this  area. 

Food  &  Drugs  Act,  1338. 

During  the  year,  26  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  to 
King’s  College  Laboratory,  for  biological  examination  for  the 
presence  of  tubercle,  25  of  which  were  negative.  The  positive 
sample  was  reported  to  the  County  M.O  H.  and  dealt  with  by 
him.  Subsequent  samples  have  all  proved  satisfactory. 

Meat  and  Foods. 

As  from  15th  January,  1940,  all  slaughtering  of  animals 
intended  for  human  consumption  was  carried  out  in  premises 
occupied  by  the  Crown.  The  meat  for  this  area  is  slaughtered 
in  Newcastle  upon  Tyne  and  distributed  from  a  Distributing 
Depot  in  the  Dunston  Area. 


Prevalence  of,  and  control  over 
Infectious  Disease. 

540  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  were  notified  in  the 
Whickham  District  during  1942,  as  compared  with  485  in  1941, 
an  increase  of  55.  Of  the  total  number  notified,  256  were  cases 
of  Measles  (decrease  of  134);  99  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever;  42 
cases  of  Pneumonia;  and  31  cases  of  Diphtheria. 

SMALLPOX. 

There  has  been  no  case  notified  during  1942. 
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DIPHTHERIA. 

31  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  during  the  year,  (43  in 
1941)  and  all  of  these  were  removed  to  hospital.  There  were  2 
deaths  from  Diphtheria,  neither  of  which  had  been  immunised. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

99  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  during  the  year  (22 
in  1941),  and  of  these  89  were  removed  to  hospital,  and  10  were 
nursed  at  home.  There  were  no  deaths. 

OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUM. 

There  were  no  cases  notified  during  the  }rear  (3  in  1941). 

CERE8R0-SPINAI  MENINGITIS. 

3  cases  were  notified  and  all  were  removed  to  hospital, 
(7  in  1941).  There  were  2  deaths. 

ERYSIPELAS. 

12  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  (1 1  in  1941). 

PUERPERAL  PYREKIA. 

2  cases  were  notified  (2  cases  in  1941). 

MEASLES. 

256  cases  were  notified  and  none  were  fatal. 

WHOOPING  COUGH. 

23  cases  were  notified  and  none  were  fatal,  (18  cases  in  1941). 

ARTIFICIAL  IMMUNISATION. 

(a)  Diphtheria  prophylaxis  was  continued  in  the  Whickham 
area  during  the  year,  and  met  with  a  steady  response  from 
parents. 

At  December,  1942,  2,950  children  had  completed  the  full 
course  of  injections,  while  226  children  had  been  partially 
immunised.

There  are  no  local  facilities  for  the  Typing  of  Pneumococci, 
although  such  facilities  could,  no  doubt,  be  made  available 
should  the  necessity  arise. 

MEASLES  PROPHYLAXIS  AND  ATTENUATION. 

At  the  present  there  are  no  local  facilities  available  for  the 
use  of  serum  for  Measles  Prophylaxis  or  Attenuation;  this  also 
is  a  matter  which,  I  have  little  doubt,  could  be  given  considera- 
should  the  necessity  arise. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

There  was  no  action  necessary  under  the  Public  Health 
(Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925,  nor  under  sec¬ 
tion  172  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

The  graph  on  page  27  shews  the  incidence  of  Diphtheria, 
Scarlet  Fever  and  Tuberculosis  in  the  area  for  the  ten  years 
period,  1933  -  1942. 

SCABIES. 

During  the  year  various  visits  and  treatments  were  given 
under  the  Scabies  Order,  1941.  Written  advice  as  to  the 
best  means  of  treatment  was  distributed  and  a  suitable  medica¬ 
ment  was  made  available  to  patients  on  application  to  the 
Public  Health  Department. 

The  majority  of  such  cases  were  treated  in  the  home,  but  a 
small  proportion  of  the  more  serious  cases  attended  the  First 
Aid  Post,  Blaydon  Miners’  Welfare  Hall,  for  intensive 
treatment.
